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RAILWAY BOARD GRANTS 


INCREASE 


Award, Which Is About Twenty-One Per Cent of 


Present Rates of Pay, Affects 2,000,000 Organ- 
| ized Workers and Is Retroactive to May 1,1920. 


Chicago, July 20.—Six hundred million dollars was added to 


the pay envelope of the nation's 2,000,000 railroad workers to- 
day in the first award handed down by the new United States 
railway labor board. 


Rejecting the demands of the organized railroad unions for 


increases totalling approximately one billion dollars, the board 
decided on about sixty per cent of that sum as a just increase to 
meet living conditions. 


The award adds approximately 21 per cent to the present 


pay schedules. Railroad officials have declared any pay in- 
crease awarded must be followed by a corresponding increase in 
rates, and they plan, it is said, to file new tariffs with the inter- 


rates to meet the added expense of 
$600,000,000 to the carriers. 


The commission already has under 


consideration their 
application lor 


freight rate increases to provide an 
added* income of Jl,017,000,000 an- 
nually which do not take Into ac- 
count any wage advances.

to May 1. As the maximum increase 
granted any class was 18 cents an 
hour, or $36.72 per month, the bip- 
tiest pay check due when the back 
•piy settlement is made Aug. 1 will 
b,- for $110.16. 
Engineers, firemen 


and helpers In the yard service will 
receive this amount. 


SEVEN FACTORS 


Seven factors were taken Into con- 


sideration in arriving at the award, 
the preamble of the hoard's announce- 
ment says. They were: 


The scale paid for similar kinds 


of work in other industries. 


The relation between 


the cost of living. 


The hazards of the employment. 


' Training and skill required. 
T Degree of responsibility.

Character and regularity of the 


employment; and 


Inequalities in increases and treat- 


ment resulting from previous wage 
orders.

should reflect on the abnormal con- 
ditions resulting from the high cost 
ef living and the high rates now 
being raid in other Industry," the 
board says. "The employes who may 
helieve these rates too low should

"The board has endeavored to fix 


such wages as will provide a decent 
living and secure for the children of 
the wage earners opportunity for 
education, and yet to remember that 
no class of Americans should receive 
poeferred treatment.'

Demands for substantial wage in- 


creases for nearly all classes of the 
2,000,000 railroad employes has been 
pending since late last summer. Thebe 
demands, first presented a' different 
times to the ratlroad administration's 
board on wages and working condit- 
ons, 
were unsettled when govern- 


ment operation of the railroads was 
ended, and in turn were referred to 
he railroad labor board, which was 
created under the transportation act. 


Some few of the classes of organ- 


zed employes have not pressed for- 
mal demands but have Insisted that 
their wages be Increased if advances 
ivere granted other related classes oi 
workers. The principal demands 01 
the leading unions follow:

TO REFERENDUM 


The new railroad 
unions,

called a series of strikes this spring 
after their members had broken away 
from the recognized 
brotherhoods, 


will submit the board's decision to a 
referendum vote of their membership, 
John Grunau, president of the Chicago 
Yardmen's Association, announced. 


Grunau said the understanding of 


his men is that the aw>rd applies to 
all railroad men, without regard to 
what organization they are affiliated 
with. 


When the attention of Judge R. M. 


Barton, chairman of the board, was 
called to this point, ho pointed out 
that the decision specifically name!

SWITCHMEN GET MOST 


The switchmen were among liose 


petting the highest raise but every 
other railroad man conceded they 
should get it. If fell short of what 
the switchmen asked for when they 
went out some months ago. They asked 
for $1 an hoar for foremen and 95 
cens an hour for helpers. 
They had 


been getting $5.33 for foremen and $5 
for helpers for an eight hour day. The 
ncrease Is around 11.83 cents a day 
for foreman, $1.48 a day for helpers. 
One switchman announced he was well 
satisfied and two others declared ft 
wasn't enough but Indicated they 
were willing to go ahead and work 
under that pay. 


It Is believed all engineers 
and 


'iremen, or by far the majority of 
them, are satisfied with what they 
received. Yard enginemen 
received 


the biggest raise of any, that of 18 
cents an hour, but these men had been 
getting small pay 
compared 
with 


roadmen. While the raise In pay for 
roadmen, both passenger and freight, 
as quoted at so much a day, yet this 
will be figured out really on a mllu- 
ag« basis, to many miles constituting 
a day's work, or so many hours. In 
passenger service, 109 miles or five 
hours Is a day. 


SOME DISSATISFACTION 


Getting around, however, to com- 


mon laborers, section men and the 
like, there i§ dissatisfaction, and thi| 
appiiea not only to those men them- 
selves but to workers in the other 
crafts, who feel that 8^4 cents an 
hour was not a sufficient raise. 


Several workers in other branches 


said that the general understanding 
was that this wage board would make 
more of an effort to equalize wages, 
that the biggest raises would come 
to tho: c who were the more poorly 
paid and the smaller raises to those 
getting the best pay. This plan, they 
say, was not carried out, however, 
with the possible exception of the 
clerks. They contend that it Is only 
fair for skilled labor to draw the high 
er pay, yet they do not believe there 
is that great range of difference as 
is shown In the new wage scale as .J 
will appear. 


Most of the operators and signal 


deparament employes seem fairly well 
satisfied. While most of them sought 
more than they received, yet 
they 


were awarded as much or more than 
they expected. 


Assistant yardmasters were very 


well pleased with the 15 cents an hour 
increase which they received. 


BACK PAY COMING 


Plenty of pencil and paper werei 


used at the Wabash offices and shops 
in the morning but they weren't exact- 
ly on Wabash business Everyone grab- 
bed a pencil and paper, figured up 
what his new salary would fee, and 
how much back pay there was com- 
ing. The back i ay dates from Moy 
1 and some will have around $150 or 
better coming, 


The next qnestion raised by them 


was about overtime and Sunday work. 
This Information was not forthcom- 
ing in the first report given out by 
the wage board and one fellow In a 
minor official position said he under- 
stood that was to be i-orked out sep- 
arately by each railroad. Should the 
award be accepted just as stands It will 
increass the payroll in Decatur many 
thousand dollar* every month.
